or Bishops of Ireland as shall be appointed from time to time by the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the

lawful for such Court in a summary way to decide upon and adjust 35 
such matter in difference, or to grant an order of reference to one 
of the Masters of the High Court of Chancery or Chief Remem- 
brancer of the Court of Exchequer, as the case may be, for the ad- 
justment of such matter in difference; and upon proof of service of 
notice upon or appearance of the opposite party or parties, such 40 
Master or Chief Remembrancer shall make his Report thereon, sub-
